From Washington,

\VAau[Nu ToN, January 5.—In the Senate,
Senator Sumner presented petitions from the
negroes of Alabama and Mississippi, the for-
mer asking Congress to secure their freedom
to them, the latter asking the right of suffrage;
also, a petition from the colored people of
Colorado protesting against the reception of
that territory ns a State, on account of the
great injustice done them in the constitution.

Mr. Willinms introduced a joint resolution
proposing to amend the constitution by provi-
ding that Congress shall never have power to
appropriate money for payment to any person
on account of the emancipation of slavery in
the United States.

Senator T'rumble introduced a bill to en-
large the powers of the I'recdmen’s Bureau.

In the IHouse, Mr. Spuu]dinw of Ohio made
a speech contending that Congress nlone has
power to give vitality to the .‘muth, and re-
qulrmtr new guarantecs ns a basis of represen-
tation L.lmm exs adjourned until Monday.

WASHINGTON, Junuary 6.-—The congres-
sional committee on reconstruetion had a weet-
ing to-day and appointed Senators Ifessenden
and Johnson and Represent: itive Washburne,
of Illinois, to wait on the l’tt'sulcnt., with
whom they had an hour's interview.

WasuiNaTon, Janunry 9.— Additional for-
eign correspondence between Adams and Clar-
endon "ag been published.  The former says
that wnen the Shenandoah aveived at Liver-
pool, the government should have taken action
coneerning the erew ; that nine of the erew
were British subjects and that prevented ac-
tion.

The London ¢ Globe’ highly culogises
Grant's report as an nble document, and says

WasniNGgToN, January 8.—I'here was no
business of importance in the Scenate to-day,
the session only Iasted half an hour.  In the
House, Williams of Pennsylvania, offered the
following resolution which wasadopted : That
in order to maintain national authority, and
protect the loyal citizens of seceding States,
the military forces of the government be not
withdrawn from such States while Congress
declares their presence necessary.

Gen. Howard, of the TFreedmen's Bureau
reports to the ITonse of Representatives that
in consequence of qrders received to restore
abandoned property to former owners when
pardoned, the tenure upon it was rendered so
unecertain, that the steps taken to allot it to
freedmen were countermanded, and the reve-
nuce resulting therefrom had been very materi-
ally curtailed. The joint comwittee to pre-
pare testimonials of respeet to the memory of
the late Mr. Linecoln have requested Governor
Baneroft to deliver an address.  The Presi-
dent has transmitted a report to the lHouse of
Representatives to-day in response to the res-
olution of that body gelating to Mexicun affuirs,
It embraces mueh diplomatie correspondence
on the subject, and is mainly to the cffect that,
l“r"'e is an indisposition on the part of the

maited States to veeognize any oiher govern-
ment. in Mexico except that of the u-puhhe
presided over by Juarez, with whom we have
#0o long been on terms of amity. Senator
Sumuer offered a resolution to prevent freed-
wen from being kidnapped and carried to
Cuba and Brazii, there to be held in a state of
slavery. Ile read letters from persons from
all sections stating that this was being done,
and he remarked that Federal officers were
among the cuilty parties. e moved that the
Lummittec on the Judiciary he directed to in-
uire whether further legislation was necessa-
vy to present the revival of the slave trade.—
Davis, of Kentucky, remarked that he had no
doubt the Yankees were re-opening the slave
trade ; they certainly would do so if they
could make money by it.  The resolution was
adopted, Senator Wilson gave notice that he
would call a bill on Wednesday to incrense
and fix the number of men in the regular
army. The Senate after executive session
adjourned.

In the ITouse, Voorhees, of Tndiana, made
a gpeech endorsing the President's policy of
restoration and combating the doctrine of Ste-
vens that the Southern States had ceased to
exist, He contended that the war having
ceased, obedience to the law was the only nee-
essary guaranty to vepresentation, and in con-
¢lusion expressed himself opposed to the di-
vigion of protection to domestic manufactures.
Bingham replied to Voorhees. e declined
to conenr in sentinients which kept the rehel.
lion alive. TIe had ascertanined that the Pres-
ident was in aceord with Congress, and he
protested against the dogma that States that
were out of the Union would require repre-

sentations for their Joyal constituency.  Shel-
labarger, of Ohio, argned that those States by
disobedienco to established laws had plucul
themselves outside the Union.

Wasninaros, Junuary 11.—Voluminous

papers li..fl.lllll" to (onfcdcrnta cmigration to
Mexico and plu:m of Maury and Gwm, were
presented in the Seunate to-day, together with
o letter from Mr. Reviero, showiug there is an
understanding between the traitors in Mexico
and the insurgents in the United States.

Senator Wilson introduced a bill fixing the
peace establishment of the army. [t provides
for seven regiments of mtlllt.ry ten of cavi l]l",’
and sixty of infantry, each branch to have its
proportionate number of black troops oflicered
by whites.

Mr. Lowe offered a resolution declaring
that the seceding States forfeited their wrh!q,
and made a Hl'l('l.(!h denying the doctrine of
destructibility of the seat of governmant  Ile
suid that the President had no right to restore
the rebel States.  Iis duties were only exce-
utive.

In the House, Mr. Wilson, of Towa, wade
a speech in support of the bill extending suf-
frage in the District of Columbia, lle said
the social element here favored secession, and
made a lengthy speech on the subject.

Mr. Bowyer, of I'eunessee, opposed the l:ill
on the gmund that this was a white mun's
government.,  Mr. Schoficld, of Tennessece.
favored the bill,

gession ol Lhe Ioginlnluw is published for'the
benefit of nll concerneil :
AN ACT TO REGULATE TITE DISTILLATION
OF SPIRITUOUS LIQUORS.

I. Be it enacted by the Senate and Iouse of
Representatives, now met and silting in General
Assembly, and by the anthority ol the snme, That
hereafter it shall be unlawful for nny person in
this State to be engnged in the distillation of spir-
ituous liquors from or ont of any grain ov other
substunce, except raw sorghum and the ordinary
fruits in their season, without a license therefor
from the Commissioners of 'ublic Builglings of the
District in which snch pevson sha 1 be so engaged,

1. That before the license hereinbefore men-
tione | shall be granted, the person or persons ap-
plying for the snme sha.l pay into the hands of the
Commissioners of Publie Buildings of the Distvict
in wh ch such applieation shall be made, the sum
of two hundred dollnes, on and for each and every
still, ov other apparatus nsed in the distillation of
spivituous liguors, exeept from fruits, as aforvesnid;
whieh license shall notbe granted for a longer pe-
riod than twelve months.

LT That n violation of any of the provisions
contnined in this Act shall subject the person so
offendling toindictment as for a high misdemennor,
and, upon conviction thereof, such person shall be
fined in nsumnot less than five hundred nor move
than two thousand do lars, and iimprisoned not less
than three months nor move than two years; (wo
hundred and fitty dollavs of which fine shall ga to
the prosecutor, who shall be o competent witness
on bohall of the State,
